nitie of Chiſte. And this was 
the erroz of apoinis. 
Neſtorius — Apoz 
linaris ,whiles he fetneth ta os 
ſtincte two nafures in Chafte; 
Sodainly doth introduce two pet 
ſons, and ſo deuilliſhlye imagineth 
to be twoo Sonnes of God, t oo 
Chriſtes, the one God, the other 
man, the one begottẽ of the father, 
the orher be gottẽ of the mother. 
And foz this cauſe he affirmeth

Foz he Doeth it bpon 
purpoſe to deceiue, that by good 
he may perlwade euil as Thapt 
poſtle ſateth. cer bonum mibi operatus 
eſt nortem, That is to ſay.

Undoubtediye 
this was his opiniõ, that Chꝛiſt 
was boane veray man, and not 
pet lociated in the vnitie of per- 
ſon vnto the woꝛd: but that af 
ter ward the — of the woꝛd 
deſcended into him.

Whiche truely 
and ſyncerely iudginge of Hod 
the father and our ſauiout the 
ſonne, blaſphemeth not; either 
in the myſterie of the trinitie, el 
ther in the incarnatiõ of Chailt.

God 
fozbyd we Chziſtians choulde 
ble any ſuche abhommable and 
peſtilent mockerye in the incar- 
nation of his ſonne Chailt god 
and man. Let this madnes and 
fantaſte be left vnto the Mani⸗ 
cheis the pꝛeachers of dꝛeames. Manlchei 
The catholike fayth confeſſeth 
the woꝛde ol God lo to be made 
man, that he receyueth truelye 
and manifeſtlye all that ours 
18, not decepuablp and coulera⸗ 
blye. And that he executeth all 
thynges that were humayne, 
not as thoughe he imitated a 
ſtraunge parte, but rather as

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and truely being the ſelfe ſang

Jn 
like ſozt God the woꝛde in ta⸗ 
ynge and hauynge fleafhe, in 
ſpeaking,doyng,and ſufferyng 
inthe leache without cozrup= 
tion, not withſtandmg his na⸗ 
ture, vouchelafed to — and per 
fourme all this, not to thende

knit nto the fleſhe, neyther yet 
- kourned into the fleche, doch not 
imitate man; but is man: and 
man not by ſimulation, but by 
ſubſtaunce ; ſo the woꝛde God 
without any tonuerſion ot any 
parte of hym, in comminge and 
ronfoundyng him ſelke fo man, 
is made man, not by imitation 
but by ſubſiſtynge. He thetfoze 
that will be of God mult con-

Howe be it, ets not ſo p mo- 
ther of God as that impious 
hereſy doth lurmiſe, which affir 
meth v che muſt be laid the mo; 
ther ok god by only appellation, 
becauſe che bꝛought furth hym 
a man, which after warde was 
made God. As we vie to ſaye a 
Pꝛieſteg mother, oꝛ a Bychops 

mother 
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mother: not in bzingynge furth

Goppe. But holy Pary J ſape 
is not called the mother of God

A ſatedbefoze and nowe J ſay 
againe , that in the Churche of 
God.the temptation of the peo 
ple, is theerroz of the maiſter 
oz teacher.

Verelp if is a great matter pꝛo 
fitable to be knowen, berte ne⸗ 
ceſlarie to be often recozded 5 
wozthye by dyuers examples 
continually to be illuſtrate d, 
and dzyuen into euery mannes 
harte: howe that all catholtke 
men at all times, haue thought 
themlelues bounde fo receiue 
the teachers within the church, 
and not foꝛſake the faith of the 
Churche with the teachets be⸗ 
inge in errou. 
But where as J am able to 
bzyng furth many in thys kind 
of tẽpting, vet J ſuppole none 
to be compared wi 
teptacion in whom were lo ma⸗ 
ny excellent, ſingular, and mer⸗ 
uetlous giktes „that he was as 
it were amarke foz enery man 
b I. ili. to 


Origenes Oꝛigenes. 
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fogaſeand wonder at. Whoſe 
ſentence,tudgemet,and opinion 
in all matters, all men iudged 
mooſt wozthie to be embꝛaced. 
And no merueill, Foz if the lyfe 
geueth any authoꝛitie to man, 
no doubte he did leade a verye 
perfect, holy, and continent life, 
in much pacience, and ſuffering, 
Pf the ſtocke a parentage : who 
moze noble then he, which was 
ſpꝛong of that honozable houſe, 
that firſte was bewtified with 
bleſſed Martyzdome: Who af- 
terwarde fo2 Chziſte his ſake 
not onely fozſakinge his natu⸗ 
rall father, but leauyng alſo all 
hys goodes and ſubſtaunce, ſo⸗ 
muche p2offeted amongeſt the 
harde ftraſghfes of holy pouer⸗ 
tie, that many times and oft he 


Wagtharpely handled, fozcofel 
wage 
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ſynge the name of oure 1 


Adde therto, that ſo great was 
his knowledge in all kinde of 
literature, matched with ſuche 
finenes of wit, powdered with 
ſuch plealaũt — ons 
woꝛdes, that he was tho 
piereleſſe without felowe, —— 


that few oz none were thought 
to appꝛoche. His pꝛonunciatiõ 
and vtteraunce ſo ſwete, that 
from his lyppes not woꝛdes, 

but hony might. haue ſemed to 
minge 


neuer ſo hard, hath not he wü 


foꝛte of diſputatiõ made ſmoth, 
#cleere? What thinges leminge 
veray hard to be done, hath not 
he made to en ealie by his 
pwne example : But ſome wyll 
rig J. iiũi. thinke 


highe magnificence of whole ab 
rojufe knowledge was ſuche, 
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fhinke that he perſwaded hys 
àllertions by ſubteltie of argu⸗ 
mente onely. Pea there was 
not one of the Churche that vs 
ſed mo examples out of the holy 
ſtriptures, then he did in anye 
wo — hat hemade.as he — 
many. And that no thing 
| might belackinginhim that ev 
ther coulde encreaſe his knows 
ledge, oꝛ inlarge his eſtimation, 
he atteined the full perfection 
ofage. And in his time he had 
ſo many diſciples, whom effec- 
tually bothe by continuall in⸗ 
ſtruction of doctrine, and effec- 
tuall example of maners he had 
foo framed that ofhym , and 
as it were out of his -boſlome 
{ſued innumerable Doctours, 
Miniſters, C onfeſſours, and 


Martyꝛs. e 
Martyꝛs Tun 
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Finally inhowe greaf admi- 
ration, glozye,and fauour, he 
pꝛelle⸗ vnto whom divers god⸗ 
Ive men from all partes ſwar- 
med, whome the Chꝛiſtians ho⸗ 
noured, as a Pꝛophete The 
Philoſophers reuerenced as a 
maiſter. Whome foz the woꝛ⸗ 
thines ok his heauenly wildom, 
not onely men of pꝛiuate condi⸗ 
tion, but alſo themperiall ſtate 
honoured. Recoꝛde of hiſtozies, 
whiche repoꝛt that the mother 

of Alexander the Emperour, 
ſent foz hym to learne at hys 
mouth heauenly wildom, wher 


of he had a ſpeciall grace, che 
à burnyng delire. The lame hi⸗ 


ſtones alſo repozte vnto vs the 
teſtimonye of an epiſtle,whiche 
he endicted with the maieſtie of 

J. b. chatltt- 
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vet but a boye: and that he 
in age:but ſuch one, of ſuch m 
him ſelfe a towꝛe of all know ⸗ 


chiiltian pꝛelacie, and ſent it vn 
to Philippe themperour, who 
firſt was made chꝛiſtian of the 
Romane ÞP2inces. Touching 
the incredible knowledge ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in that epiſtle;yf any ac⸗ 


. cept not the chaiſtian teſtimo⸗ 


nye at my repoꝛte, at leaſt wiſe 
let him receyue the gentle con⸗ 
feſſion vpon the teſtimonpe of 
p20phane Philoſophers. 
Foz that impious and wicked 
man Porphyrius doeth confeſſe, 
that by the ſounde of his fame. 
he was ſtyꝛred to trauel as far 
ag Alexandzia, being in maner 


there ſawe Origines, well 5 


leſtie, as who had buylded in 


ledge. No doubt he n 
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fulof woꝛthines. Al whos molt 
wozthye qualities J coulde not 
rehearſe in a dape: no not the 
leaſt part of them, And they all 


gloꝛpe of religion, but alſo vnto 


the greatnes ol the temptatiõ. 
Foz who woulde eyther ſuſpect 


ſuchama, of ſo excelict wit, ſo 


great knowledge, c of ſo won⸗ 
derfull grace? Oz woulde not 


rather vſe that ſentence, that 1 
had leuer erre with Origent,hen 


to thinke trueth with other? 
What nedes many wozdes? It 
came to this paſſe, that p moſte 
daũgerous tẽptation of ſo nota 
ble a perſon, ſo great a mayſter, 
ſo hiegh a pꝛophet, allured very 
manp from ß integrite of their 
faythe. Wherfoze the lame Ori⸗ 
n he moze ane

do pertayne not onelye vnto the 
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llenderipe regardeth the aunci⸗ 


ryſe amonge you a Prophet, thou

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abuleth ß grace ot God, whileſt 
he ouermuche truſteth to hys 
owne witte and tudgement , a 


ent ſimplicitie, and pzeſumpng 
to be moze wile then other, do⸗ 
eth contemne the traditions of 
the churche and the pzeceptes 
of thelders, He at length taketh 
vpon him to interpꝛetate & ex⸗ 
pound cerfen partes of the ſcrip 
tures after a new guyſe. Wher⸗ 
by he hath alſo deſerued , that 
ok him it choulde be layde: si ſurs 
rexerit in medio tui Propheta non audi 
as yerba ilius prophete , quia tent at uos 
dominus deus ueſter, ytrum diligatis eum 


an non, That is to ſay: If chere a⸗ 


ſhalte not heare the voyce of that 
Prophet, becauſe the Lorde your 
Godtempteth you w hether you:

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loue him or not. Doubtleſſeif is

In lo muche that al be it 
in conceyuynge anyeerrour , it 
was not the minde of Origen:

He ſo fat exs 
celled in grauitie and behemen⸗ 
cie of wilte, that he hath not at 
anye time almoſte purpoſed fo 
withſtande oz ouerthzow anpe 
tontrouetſie, which either by li⸗ 
neſſe of witte oz by wayghte or 
argumentes he atchiued not. 
The pꝛayſe of whoſe ozafronw 
who can erpzeſſe? Whiche was

and folo wing error, hath pluckte 
awaie authoritie from his proba⸗ 
ble writinges, A nd he alſo hathe 
ben in the Churche a greate temp 
racion, But J (hall ſpare to 
ſpeake any moze of this man. 
Onely thys (all Jremembze, 
that fozaſmuche as he maintei⸗ 
ned the newfangled furies of 
Montanus, beinge rayſed in the 
Churche contrarie to Moyles 
pꝛecepte, c affirmed thoſe mad 
dꝛeames of newe doctrine dem- 
ſed by woꝛſe then mad women, 
to be true pꝛopheſies: he there⸗ 
foꝛe hath deſerued, that ot him 
and his wꝛitynges it choulde be 
aid.

des of that prophet . Wherefoꝛee 
Becauſe,ſateth Moyſeg, the lorde 
your god tẽpteth you, het her you 
loue him or not. By theſe & other 
the lyke lo many and ſo greate 
examples, we maye emdentiye 
perceine ;.and by the lawes of 
Deuferonomie moze clearly ſee 
and vnderſtande, that ik at any 
tyme any eccleſtaſticall pzelate 
oꝛ learned man chall erre from 
the catholike faith in any point, 
that then the heaueniye pꝛoui⸗ 
dence dothe ſuffre the ſame to 
tempte and p2oue vs thereby, 
whether, w e loue God or not in 
all our harte, and in all our ſoule. 
Wherfoze ſeyng it is ſo, he then
